In the mean- 
time the Queen Mary was sunk. 

Whole Fleet Threatened. 


But in the short combats between 
the main fleets the British had much 
the better of the action—so much s0 
that Admiral Scheer three times was 
forced to break off, twice with maneu- 
vers which threatened his whole fleet. 

In the maneuvers which preceded 
the first dash of the main fleets, Ad- 
miral Jellicoe is completely exonerated. 
His deployment of the port division of 
his battle fleet put the ships between 
the enemy and their base and placed 
Admiral Scheer’s column came under 
to good fortune to break through dur- 
ing the night or to give battle. When 
Admiral: Scheer’s colum came under, 
the fire of the British he found that 
he was being crossed by British ships 
and raked with a withering fire.

in Favor of Newspapérs. 


[Chicago Tribune Press service,} 

Washington, D. C., May 25.—([Spe- 
cial.}] — Newspaper publication of 
amounts paid by taxpayers was held 
by the Supreme court of the United 
States today to be legal. 

Decisions of the lower courts in cases 
affecting the Kansas City Journal-Post 
and the Baltimore Post, against both 
of which indictments were obtained by 
the government, were affirmed. 

The court, in an opinion written by 
Justice Sutherland, held that the in- 
formation, as made available to public 
inspection and the terms of the rev- 
enue act of 1924 “cannot be regarded 
otherwise than as public property, to 
be passed on to others as freely as the 
possessor of it may choose.” 

They Wanted Publicity. 

It was added that “the contrary 
view requires a very dry and literal 
reading of the statute quite inconsist- 
ent with its legislative history and the 
known and declared objects of its 
framers.” 

The court disagreed with the view 
of the treasury and the department of 
justice that the provision of the law 
authorizing public inspection of names 
and amounts paid by taxpayers Waé 
not broad enough to permit publication 
of such information in the newspapers. 

Secretary Mellon, who has opposed 
any publicity of tax information, indi- 
cated that the treasury cannot do 
otherwise now than to throw open to 
the public information relative 20 
amounts paid by taxpayers in March 
last. 

Collectors of internal revenue have 
heretofore been instructed not to make 
this information available to public 
inspection until direct orders are re- 
ceived from the internal revenue bv- 
reau. It was indicated by Mr. Mellon 
that such orders will go out as soon 
as it is ascertained that the tax lists 
have been completed. 

Is Given Little i 

“The commissioner is directed to 
make the lists of taxpayers and taxes 
paid available for public inspection,” 
said the court in its decision. 

„His discretion in that respect is 
limited only by his own sense of what 
is wise and expedient and the inquiry 
at once suggests itself; to what end is 
this discretion so vested in him to be 
exercised? The obvious answer is: To 
the end that the names and addresses 


of the taxpayers and the amounts paid 


by them may be generally known. 
“Information, which everybody is 
at liberty to acquire and the acquisi- 
tion of which congress seemed espe- 
cially desirous of facilitating, in the 
absence of some clear and positive pro- 
vision to the contrary, cannot be re- 
garded except as public property.”

In this country. at Louisville, at Haw- 
thorne. at the eastern tracks, we see’ mil- 
lionaires hobnobbing and talking

the latter gentry may command only a 
nod of recognition. At the track they 
are valued acquaintances. : 

We have seen prominent business lead- 
ers give only a few seconds’ time to a 
governor or senator after introduction, 
and then spend as much time with a 
trainer or jockey as the latter will give 
them. 

We knew a New York newspaper man 
who tried for more than a week without 
success to secure an interview with the 
head of a big corporation. Finally he 
propounded a query, transmitted through 
the latter’s secretary, about a horse, and 
was allotted a five minute appointment. 
He talked “ horse” for two hours while 
others ‘waited, and incidentally secured 
the information he had been seeking for a 
Week.
